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Bishops’ proposal okays 
multiple daily communion 


WASHINGTON (NC)—U.S. bishops at 
their fall 1978 meeting agreed on a 
statement on the Middle East, a pastoral 
on the handicapped, a proposal to allow 
U.S. Catholics to receive communion 
more than once a day under certain 
circumstances, and an increase in dioce- 
san assessments from seven to eight 
cents per Catholic in 1979. 


They rejected a further increase in 
diocesan assessments for 1980 and a 
proposal that would have permitted the 
use of the Apostles’ Creed as an optional 
substitute for the Nicene Creed in masses 
for the people. 


IN DEBATE on the proposed national 
communications collection, most bishops 
agreed on the need for a strong Catholic 
presence in the media but many found 
fault with the introduction of a new 
collection at a time when a planned 
consolidation of national collections had 
not been achieved. 


The proposal needs the endorsement of 
113 heads of dioceses and now goes to 
the 20 absent Ordinaries for mail vote. 


There were two votes on communion 
under both kinds during the meeting. In 
debate, opponents of the change argued 
that it would lead to confusion, health 


problems, irreverence for the eucharist,. 


and increased time and expense at mass 
without spiritual benefits. 


THE MIDDLE EAST statement, pre- 
sented to President Carter by several 
bishops shortly after the meeting ended, 
praises the Camp David accords and asks 
that the possibility for peace in the Middle 
East be transformed into a reality. 


The pastoral on the handicapped, 
passed on a 216-2 vote, asks all people to 
“re-examine their attitudes toward their 
handicapped brothers and sisters and 
promote their well-being, acting with a 
sénse of justice and the compassion that 
the Lord so clearly desires.” There were 33 


amendments to the 11-page document, | 


but little on-the-floor debate. 


The proposal for receiving communion 
more than once a day, approved 200-20, 
will have to be approved by the Vatican. It 
asks permission for “the clergy and 
faithful to receive the holy eucharist on a 
given-day as often as they participate in 
eucharistic liturgies that are truly distinct 
celebrations.” 


BUT CATHOLICS will not be hearing the 
Apostles’ Creed in place of the Nicene 
Creed at mass. That proposal, sharply 
criticized as leading to the possible loss of 


the Nicene Creed in the church, failed to 
receive even a simple majority, with 96 
bishops favoring it and 124 opposed. 


The bishops approved a proposal to 
increase diocesan assessments from 
seven to eight cents per Catholic’to fund 
the NCCB-USCC for 1979, but over- 
whelmingly rejected a further increase for 
1980. 


Revised statutes of the NCCB and 
bylaws of the USCC, which eliminated the 
voting rights of retired bishops, was 
approved by the bishops but not without 
some complaints, including one bishop’s 
claim that the change amounted to 
“episcopal euthanasia.” 


SUMMING UP the meeting at a final 
press conference, Archbishop John R. 
Quinn of San Francisco, NCCB-USCC 
president, said the meeting’s major 
accomplisments included passage of 
the Middle East statement and the 
pastoral on the handicapped. But he also 
called a three-hour discussion of church- 
state relations a “high point” of the Nov. 
13-16 meeting. 


During the discussion, speakers told the 
bishops that there is no anti-church 
conspiracy behind government actions 
that have caused problems in church- 
state relations in the past decade. But 
some bishops disagreed. “The rights of 
privacy, personhood and -religion are 
being violated on a grand scale in this 
country,” said Cardinal John Krol of 
Philadelphia. 


Conference officials later announced 
plans to monitor and evaluate increasing 
government “incursions” into church 
affairs and develop guidelines for dealing 
with those issues. 


THE NEXT DAY, the bishops partici- 
pated in afternoon workshops on 
vocations to the priesthood, religious life 
and permanent diaconate. Reporting on 
them later, Bishop Kenneth Povish of 
Lansing, Mich., said: “The best advertise- 
ment for the priesthood in your diocese is 
a hard-working priest who's happy, with a 
smile like the late Pope John Paul I.” 


One issue which was not on the agenda 
but arose several times was the ordination 
of women. About 25 participants in the 
women’s ordination conference held in 
nearby Baltimore met-for more than an 
hour Nov. 13 with the bishops’ Committee 
for Liaison with Priests, Religious and 
Laity, and several bishops later asked the 
conference leadership to set up other 
mechanisms for dialogue with those who 
would like to see women ordained to the 
priesthood.

Pope says no intercommunion 
til doctrinal differences healed 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Haste to end “the 
intolerable scandal of the division of 
Christians” should not lead Catholics to 
celebrate the eucharist with other 
Christians before doctrinal differences are 
resolved, said Pope John Paul Il. 

The pope spoke Nov. 18 to‘: members of 
the Vatican Secretariat for Christian Unity. 


THE CATHOLIC church, “faithful to the 
orientation taken at the (Second Vatican) 
Council, not only wants to continue to 
advance on the road that leads toward the 
restoration of unity, but desires, as far as it 
can and in full docility to the suggestions 
of the Holy Spirit, to intensify at all levels 
its contribution to this great movement of 
all Christians,” he said. 


Ecumenism “does ‘not stop, must not 
stop before reaching its goal,” the pope 
added. 

Catholics ‘must strain forward to 
pursue our course with faith that does not 
know fear,” he said. 


IN REACHING the goal, Catholics 
should “avoid ‘any superficialty, any im- 
prudent zeal which might harm progress 
toward unity.’ An illness is not cured by 
administering pain-killers but by attack- 
ing its causes,” said the pontiff. 


The pope recalled the council teaching 
that the church is manifested principally 
in the assembly of its members for the 
celebration of the eucharist presided over 
by the bishop assisted by the body of 
priests. 


“Even if such a solemn eucharistic 
celebration is rarely realized in our 
modern world, it remains nonetheless true 
that in each eucharistic celebration the 
entire faith of the church is put into oper- 
ation,”’ he said. 


“IT IS the ecclesial communion in all its 
dimensions that is manifested and 
realized. Its components cannot arbitrari- 
ly be dissociated. To act that way would be 
to give proof of that superficiality that the 
council asks us to avoid. It would mean not 
perceiving all the riches, requirements 
and close relations of the eucharist and 
the unity of the church,” he added. 


“l know that the more we meet as 
brothers in the charity of Christ, the more 
it is painful to us not be be able to partici- 
pate together in this great mystery,” the 
pope said. 

“Have | not said that the divisions 
among Christians are becoming intoler- 
able?” he said. 


“THIS SUFFERING must stimulate us to 
overcome the obstacles that still separate 
us from the unanimous profession of the 


_ same faith, from reunification, through a 


same sacramental ministry, of our divided 
communities. 

“We. cannot dispense ourselves from 
resolving together these questions which 
have divided Christians. It would be a very 
badly enlightened charity that would ex- 
press itself at the expense of truth.”

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Ecumenical dialogue 


Does ‘vested interest’ 
or papacy block unity? 


Southern Cross Reporter 


Is it “vested interests” in 
all churches which impede 
closer ecumenical unity, or 
are there serious obstacles, 
such as the primacy of the 
pope and his infallibility? 

These questions arose 
last week when a noted 
Cathoic theologian, Jesuit 
Father Kenan B. Osborne, 
and an equally noted Lu- 
theran theologian, Rev. 
John H. Elliott, debated the 
Papacy at universities in 
San Diego. 


FATHER Osborne is a 
professor at the Franciscan 
School of Theology in Berk- 
eley and Rev. Elliott is a 
professor at the University 
of San Francisco, a Jesuit 
institution. They held de- 
bates at the University of 
California, San Diego, and 
at the (Catholic) University 
of San Diego. 

Lutheran minister John 
Elliott said “there is mutual 
agreement (between Cath- 
olic and Lutheran theolo- 
gians) that there is no New 
Testament evidence for the 
divine inauguration of the 
papacy or that Peter was 
the first pope.” He claimed 
it is “anachronistic and 
unfounded” as a teaching. 

Father Osborne related 
the question of infallibility 


to “authority” and that it 
expresses a responsibility 
as “author” and not of 
“power.” 


HE SAID there is a differ- 
ence to be distinguished 
between jurisdiction and 
authority. “The whole un- 
derstanding of infallibility 
by Catholics should be 
recast as the kind of author- 
rity one sees in the life, 
death and resurrection of 
Christ,’’ Father Osborne 
said. 

He asked that the ques- 
tion of “‘primacy’’ and 
“infallibility” be kept sep- 
arate, since ‘‘neither in- 
volves the other.” Primacy, 
he added, centers on minis- 
try, while infallibility cen- 
ters on authority. 

He agreed that we should 
not speak of St. Peter as 
“the first pope” since it was 
not until the sixth century 
that the term came to be 
used. He said the dialogue 
between Catholics and 
Lutherans would “go much 
further’ if “we pushed” the 
idea that popes, bishops 
and priests are “a sign, a 
sacrament, a symbol of the 
one minister, one priest, 
Christ.” - 


REV. ELLIOTT suggested 
that there are more pro- 
blems for non-Catholics 
with the issue of the infalli-

Father Osborne felt that 


with the greater under- 
standing of what ministry is 
and what the church is, 
there is hope for continuing 
ecumenical dialogue and 
action.

Father Ferrigan was Fam- 
ily Life director in San Diego 
for four years and worked for 
two years with divorced 
Catholics, as chaplain for a

together people with acom- 
mon difficulty who are at 
different stages of a mar- 
riage that didn’t work.

“THERE’S a beautiful 
chemistry when you share 
your common difficulty,” 
he said, warning those who 
may be hanging onto grief 
after many years, “If, in any 
given situation, we nurture 
grief, anger, resentment— 


clutch it to our bosom and. 
say, ‘I’ll show them. |’ll be 


madder than hell and un- 
comfortable and unhappy 
for the next 30 years!’—of 
course you don’t hurt any- 
body but yourself. There 
has to be a natural grieving 
process, just as in death. 


“The main thing | say to 
you today is that this (semi- 
nar and new emphasis) 
should be a sign that the 
church, the people as well 
as the hierarchy, cares,” 
Father Ferrigan said. “I will 
say, we have been very 
negligent in addressing the 
reality of divorce among 
Catholic men and women. 
We have been negligent in 
trying to do something 
relevant and meaningful 
that would be helpful to 
divorced people. We are 
playing ‘catch-up.’” 


Permission is no longer 
required for two Catholics 
married by a priest to 
divorce “but it isthe hope of 
the church that the couple 
make some effort to get 
reconciled before they go 


through a divorce, just as in 
the civil, reconciliation 
court,” Father Ferrigan 
said. 


TWO CATHOLICS who 
are divorced and not re- 
married have the same 
status toward the sacra- 
ments as any other person, 
he said, adding, “You not 
only can go to confession 
and communion, but you 
should, and maybe more 
so. 


“These (divorced but not 
remarried) people are. not 
excommunicated,” he em- 
phasized. “There are many 
Catholics who think or are 
told by totally misinformed 
people that if you get.a 
divorce you can’t go to 
church anymore and you 
are excommunicated. You 
are not excommunicated.” 


Two Catholics who di- 


vorce and remarry outside 
the church are not eligible 
for the sacraments “be- 
cause they have entered 
into a marriage contrary to 
the teaching and laws of the 
church,” he said. “But you 
should be going to mass, to 
avail yourselves of that 
grace of. God, which can 
help in making decisions.

spiritual life, your rela- 
tionship with God.” 


Father Ferrigan spoke 
briefly on eligibility for 
annulment, pointing out 
that complete honesty 
before the Diocesan Tri- 
bunal is essential, but that 
some annulments can be 
completed in three months. 


“The church is. realistic 
and open. If there are no 
grounds for annulment, the 
church says the marriage is 
valid,” he said, but, regard- 
less of whether there are 
children or not, a marriage 
can be declared null for 
such reasons as coercion 
(‘The Shotgun Syndrome’), 
immaturity, adultery, alco- 
holism and inability or 
unwillingness to carry out 
the marriage commitment.

A time to keep

The headline is copied from an Irish newspaper, 
published near Tralee, the city made famous by the 
Rose, the local “Fairest of the Fair.” And the 
interview with Mick O'Sullivan, soon to be.90 years 
old, makes the point that an “easy mind” leads to a 
long life. “A crank never lived long,” says Mick, who, 
with his wife Hannah, raised 15 children and lives 
in quiet happiness at Baltygarron, The Spa, about 
50 miles from Limerick, Ireland, whose fame 
comes from couplets. 

Was there much trouble raising 15 children? “We 
had no problems at all. | would say that our house 
was much quieter than houses where there were 
smaller families,” said Mick. who was himself one 
of 14 children. Mick was being interviewed 
because it was thought that his family was unique, 
having 15 children, all living at the time of the 
interview a couple of months ago. 

The O'Sullivan family is scattered far and wide, 
affected, as so many in Ireland have been, by the 
wanderlust and the difficulties of employment at 
home. A rundown on the family and their 
whereabouts showed: Jimmy in Limerick; Paddy, 
New York; Bridget, Dublin; Sean, San Francisco; 
Michael, London; Tommy, Dublin; Martin, Los 
Angeles; Father Jerry, San Diego; Brendan, 


- Baltygarron; Liam, Kildare; Joan,- Los Angeles; 


Sister Anne, Sligo; Mary, Ardfert; Florrie, New York, 
and Eamonn, Dublin. 

Tucked away in the middle is the secret of the 
local connection in the family—Father Jerry, San 
Diego. None other than Father Jeremiah O'Sullivan, 
pastor of Holy Family parish. 

Father Jerry was delayed in his usual trip to visit 
his folks this year by a sudden personal health 


emergency in July. Then, by happenstance, after 


recovering he was able to pick up a vacancy ona 
flight to Ireland and arrived in time to witness what 
transpired to be the last four weeks of life of his 
oldest brother, Jimmy, 63. So he was able to be with 
his parents and many of his brothers and sisters 
when the first death in this extraordinarily long- 
lived family took place.

WHEN WE SEE a valid Christian 


. response only in certain terms—say,

And this is unfortunate 
because something of that elitism 
spills over into our attitude towards 
other dedicated Christians. 


For instance, it is common for 
young single men and women who 
choose to work as lay missionaries to 
be asked “Why not the priesthood?

Law number one is, “If anything can go 
wrong, invariably it will.” The author tells 
us humorous anecdotes from his family 
and’ friends, quotes other authors and

Others who choose to live a life of 
single commitment to the way of 
Christ in the world are also apparently 
something of an enigma. The ques- 
tion rises again and again, “Why 
doesn't she become a nun—he be- 
come a priest?” It is as though single- 
minded Christian dedication is not 
recognized apart from the formal and 
traditional structures of the church. 


AND YET, | wonder, if it is not often 
more heroic a lifestyle. It is not easy to 
live-in the world alone and set apart, 
marching to a greatly different drum- 
mer from that to which the world 
moves. For them, there is none of the 
protection and support afforded by a 
recognized religious community. 


They are denied the instant recogni- 
tion and categorization of a “nun” ora 
“priest.’’ They are the oddities, 
straight people among crooked or 
slightly bent contemporaries. In a 
selfish, ego-charged society they do 
what they do for Christ, to build the

don’t let circumstances control our 
spiritual lives. God allows those goofs and 
we'd better learn to live with them. 


The second law is, “Nothing is ever as 
simple as it first seems.” Among the many 
stories told here is the story of the artist 
who drew the first ZIP posters for the post 
office. When the postmaster general sent 
a letter of thanks and two posters, all three 
had the wrong ZIP codes. Concludes Felix,

The next two of Murphy’s Laws are, 
“Everything you decide to do costs more 
than first estimated” and “Every activity 


kingdom of God in their own way. And 
their loneliness can be profound. 


But for most of them, there is no 
alternate lifestyle. Their calling is to 
witness as a Jay person subject to all 
the problems and pain their world can 
and probably will inflict. Why do we 
not respect it more? 


SYMPATHETIC as we may be to the 
decline in religious vocations, we limit 
ourselves too much if we see them as 
the only option for those who long to 
give themselves completely to God’s 
work. on earth. Dietrich Bonhoeffer 
wrote that the Christian should plunge 
himself into the life of the godless 
world without trying to change it, but 
“live a worldly life and so participate in 
the suffering of God.” 


Every Christian is meant to “plunge” 
into this increasingly godless world 
because that is where he or she jis. 
Every Christian is called to live for and 
with Christ in what is virtually a pagan 
society. When a lay person responds 
to this call with courage, can we not let 
him or her know that we value that 


takes more time than you have.” | think 
every busy parent will respond to these 
two chapters. 


The chapter entitled, “How did | get into 
this?” involves the law that states, “It’s 
easier to make a commitment or to get 
involved in something that it is to get out of 
it.” Sounds like the old Navy game of 
volunteering. 


“Whatever you set out to do, something 
else must be done first,” sounds like a 
parish planning committee. How often we 
all start out with a plan forthe day and God 
re-arranges it for us! 


The final three laws are, “If you improve 


response? 


More and more lay persons are 
reading a daily office of prayer; more 
and more regularly meet for group 
prayer; more and more are forming 
spiritual communities; more and 
more are seeking areas of service to 
the suffering of the world. They are not 
necessarily en route to the priesthood 
or the convent. They are en route to 
the kingdom of God. 


IT IS AMONG the lay people that the 
church must find not only her num- 
bers but her strength, and the more 
highly their vocation is esteemed, the 
more their expectations of them- 
selves will rise. And the more the lay 
vocation is seen as vital and essential 
to the church, the greater will be the 
response of the people. 


So, when next you encounter one of 
the laity whose direction and work are 
oriented on Christ—forsaking all 
others—do not ask “Are you going to 
be a priest or a nun?” If you must ask 
anything, ask “Are you going to be a 
Christian?”

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Where have all the religious vocations gone?

I THOUGHT ABOUT Sandy’s response. 
Both priestly and religious vocations are 
down. Many have defected because, like 
Sandy, they “liked men to much.” Or women. 
Since the vows play such a major part in 
religious vocations, it would be good to review 
them in the light of the problem. 


Poverty has always been held in high 
esteem by spiritual masters because of 
Jesus’ words to the rich young man who had 
kept all the commandments: “If you would be 
perfect, go, sell your possessions and give the 
money to the poor. You will have treasure in 
heaven. Then come and follow me” (Matthew 
19:21). The young man went away sad, for he 
had many possessions. 


In Third World countries and in communist 
countries, where material possessions are 
lacking, vocations are on the rise. Yet here in 
America, where we hold materialism as the 


highest goal, vocations are in short supply. 


Vocations were plentiful, however, during the 
Depression. It seems a high material standard 
of living is the kiss of death. 


RELIGIOUS ORDERS alter: do not give 
much more than lip-service to the vow of 
poverty. And recent financial scandals in 
some orders have only deepened the credi- 
bility gap. Religious are, however, rethinking 
poverty in terms of justice and peace. 


The poor can oniy be served by religious 
who are poor; the disadvantaged can only be 
served by religious willing to strip themelves 
of their advantages; the oppressed can only 
be served by religious who are willing to share 
that oppression with the hope of working 
toward freedom. And peace has traditionally 
come not from the rich who stockpile bombs, 
but from the poor who stand first to die. 


Chastity is another virtue that has fallen on 
hard times. One of the few saints of modern 
times is Maria Goretti, who died to preserve 
her virginity. Such an action seems laughable 


to an age saturated with sex. Our age more 
than any other needs religious willing to 
witness to chastity. 


UNFORTUNATELY, such witness has 
been. lacking. The fault can be chalked up 


- most of all to religious, priests and nuns, 
whose lives have somehow seemed em- — 
-bittered rather than sweetened by the vow of — 


celibacy. 


The sexually repressed, tormented priest 
or nun is now a comical stereotype. Most 
Catholics remember a nun who taught 
religion with a “hell-fire-and-brimstone”’ 
approach, or a priest who seemed long on 
money and sex in the pulpit. 


Such neurotic attitudes, happily, are 
disappearing as today’s religious either are 
more mature because they enter religious life 
later, or become more mature because they 
have got counselling and psychological help 
to cope with the vow of chastity. 


FOR CHASTITY is meant to be a sign 
and a reality. It is a sign of the Christian fully 
devoted to the spouse, Jesus. It is a reality 
when that Christian loves Jesus with the 
utmost consecration and freedom. 3

Most religious 
orders, like many dioceses today, _ have 
personnel boards that handle € 2 
assignments: and other personne ( 


Such a modern appraach: to obedience 
seems mature and patterned after the life of 
Christ, who (we have come to see in theology) 
grew in his own understanding of who he was, 
and so had to make the same decisions about 
obedience. 


THE RELIGIOUS life has been taking a 
beating, but there are signs that the crisis is 
coming to an end. Most religious orders have 
adapted their formation of personnel to 
include a heavy emphasis on emotional 
maturity and spiritual common sense. The 
vows are being rethought and lived so as to 
put the religious back where he belongs, with 
the poor, the disadvantaged, the oppressed. 


When the message gets to the world, we'll 
see more religious vocations. We may not 
have as many warm bodies, but we will have 
more mature and committed persons. 


What were the apostles really like?

At a certain point in his career, Jesus 
singled out 12 of his disciples to be his 


constant companions and to share ina special ' 


way in his messianic mission. That these 12 
men were considered very important in the 
early church—its link to the historical 
Jesus—is indicated by the fact that their call is 
recorded by all three synoptic evangelists. 


Each of them gives alist of their names, and 
Luke adds another in Acts 1:13. (minus Judas 
Iscariot). John gives no such list, has a 
different tradition about the circumstances of 
their call, and mentions. an otherwise 
unidentifiable name, Nathanael (John 1:45 ff). 


HOWEVER, he does refer to the 12. and to 
Jesus’ personal choice of them (6:70-71), and 
in the community for which the author of Acts 
wrote, they had been idealized to such an 
extent that he refused the title of “apostle” 
anyone else, even to Paul the Apostle, except 
for one indirect reference. to him and 
Barnabas as “the apostles” (Acts. 14:4). 


It was precisely as a group that the 12 were 
esteemed by the primitive communities. At 
the beginning of Acts we read of the concern 
about the vacancy left by the defection of 
Judas and their consequent election of 


Matthias: to take his place. 


With their Jewish background, they 
probably appreciated the symbolic force of 
the number 12. The 12 represented the 12 
tribes of the renewed Israel, the nucleus of the 
new people of God. At any rate, it was as a 
group that they functioned and were valued. 


ONLY A FEW of them get any attention 
as individuals: men like Peter, James, and 
John, with occasional reminiscences about 
some of the others. It is not surprising, then, 
that the early church shows no interest in 
their. subsequent individual fates; we know 
much more about Paul than about any of the 
12. 

’ This may explain some of the strange 
discrepancies in the lists as we have them. In 
the three groups of four which make up the 
lists, the order of names varies, except that 
Simon Peter is always given top billing and 


_ James, son of Alphaeus, always begins the 


third group. 


That is a minor consideration compared 
with the confusion of names in.the last set of 
four. Again, while both Mark and Luke tell of 
the call of Levi the tax-collector, neither of 
them includes a Levi in his list; they all name 
Matthew, and Matthew identifies him as ‘the 
tax-collector.’ 


HOWEVER, while these men were most 


important to the early church by reason of 
their group significance, they must have 
meant a great deal to Jesus as distinct human 
personalities. Mark calls them “the men he 
himself had decided on” (3:13), and Luke tells 
us that before the actual call “he went out to 
the mountain to pray, spending the night in 
communion with God” (6:12). 


And in John 6:70, Jesus asks them: “Did I 
not choose the 12 of you myself?” What is 
surprising, in view of the idealization to 
which they were later treated, is that they 
were such a motley crew of far. from ideal 
men. 


They get a bad press in Mark, where they 


are repeatedly pictured as obtuse, ambitious, | 


weak, incredulous. But if Mark felt no 
embarrassment about portraying frankly the 
humanness of Jesus, he certainly was not 
going to gloss over the faults of nis followers. 


THIS LEADS to an interesting considera- 
tion. The Son of God carried out his mission 
precisely by becoming human, a man among 
men, by “emptying himself, taking the form of 
a slave, being born in the likeness of men” 
(Philippians 2:6). It is not surprising, then, that 
he chose ordinary people to associate with 
him in the pursuance of that mission. 


A good number of them were. plain 
fisherman, one a venal tax-collector, another 


the member of a radical group of fanatics 
plotting the overthrow of Roman rule. Two 
were annoyingly ambitious, and one wouldn't 
believe anything he couldn’t see. 


The leader of the group was a boaster, a. 


quitter, a coward who refused under stress to 
be recognized as a disciple, and one—well, 
one was Judas Iscariot. 


THESE MEN were not forced on Jesus. 
He chose them deliberately, prayerfully. And 
he loved them all. Even Judas he pursued with 
kindness right to the last minute. As John 
puts it: “He had loved his own in this world, 
and would show his love for them to the end” 
(13:1). 


From the world’s point of view, this doesn’t 
make much sense, but as Paul reminded the 
Corinthians: “God chose those whom the 
world considers absurd to shame the wise; he 
singled out the weak of this world to shame 


. the strong. 


“He chose the world’s lowborn and 
despised, those who count for nothing, to 


reduce to nothing those who.were something; ~ 


so that mankind can do no boasting before 
God” (1 Corinthians 1:27-29). 


- This should give us pause when we look at 
the church in certain periods and are re tempted 
to push the panic button:

She put 
her “adolescent frivolity” behind her and 
began the work of restoring the lifestyle of 
Carmel as it was described in the primitive 
rule without any mitigations. 


She was convinced that her life should be 
wholly given to prayer and service of her 
beloved Master and his beleagured church. 


This boundless love for the Lord and his 
“little flock” is central to Teresian spirituality. 
It is both the source of her inspiration and the 
secret of her amazing energy, resourceful- 
ness and courage in the stormy events 
surrounding the reform. 


TERESIAN spirituality is formative and

foundational for all members of the church. 
The way she prescribes is not aimless or 
untrod, for Christ is the way.

She 
may have lived in cloistered simplicity behind 
the walls of Carmel, but her message 
extended to the entire church. 


What is the heart of her wisdom? First, she 
teaches us the true meaning of Christian 
liberation. This meaning is a mystery because 
it tells us that to find our deepest self wemust 
lose ourselves in Christ, that in order to gain 
inner freedom and the joy of being sons and 
daughters of God, we must renounce all for 
his sake. 


SECOND, we see in her a perfect blending 
of.the inspirational and the incarnational, of 
contemplation and action. We know that for 
more than 20 years she was active in founding 
new convents throughout the region. 


In the midst of all this detailed organization 
she was receiving interior graces so intense 
that she records for us the exact date on 
which the grace of spiritual marriage was 
given to her, Nov. 18, 1572. z

Growing in Faith Together

GIFT, an acronym for Growing in Faith 
Together, is an adult religious education 
program conceived by a bright, persuasive 
priest from Baltimore. 


‘Since his ordination in 1956, Father Jim 
“Schaefer has been preaching and teaching 
Christ’s- message to the young and old. 
Throughout the years, the Maryland-born 
cleric has also found time to study, earn a 
- doctorate. and, along with several other 
clerics, to design a diocesan renewal 
procedure called GIFT. 


GOOD, SUCCESSFUL ideas should be 
and are quickly shared or copied by other 
leaders in other areas. GIFT is a project that 
reached across 10,000 miles to another 
continent. - 


Father Peter Paola, youthful and emergetic 


pastor of Holy Trinity Church in Durban, » 


South Africa, had met Father Schaefer years 
earlier while doing graduate work in the 
United States: He asked Father Schaefer to 
conduct a GIFT program for his first parish. It 
was highly successful. 


Some time later, Father Paola asked him 
for arepeat performance, this time in Durban. 


IN PREPARATION, Father Schaefer 
conducted an ecumenical, multi-parish, door- 
to-door census. The results indicated that 
some 1,900 families or about 6,000 people 
listed Holy Trinity as their parish. 


Next a lengthy opinion-sounding question- 


naire, programmed for computer tabulation, 
was distributed to parishioners. They were 
asked to mark “strongly agree, agree, 
disagree, strongly disagree” after 75 ques- 


femininity and functionality; of prayerful 
receptivity and active participation in the 
world; of total abandonment to Christ and of 
loving service to his church. 


THIRD, she is a master of. mystical 
theology. In describing prayer as conversa- 
tion with Christ, she assures us that we can 
tell him everything we feel. Most of all we can 
show him in our prayer utter adoration and 
the recognition that without him we are and 
can do nothing. 


The foundation of Christian prayer is thus 
humility. We have to experience, as it were, a 
kind of “ego desperation”—the failure of 
plans and projects that are merely human- 
oriented because we have forgotten to lao 
to God. 


In such moments. of bean failure, we 
recognize humbly that God alone is our 
strength. In her words, he alone suffices. 


HUMILITY is the sister of detachment, 
which for her is not an exclusive but an 
inclusive virtue. In detachment we cling to our 
Creator and let go of creatures. 


When we embrace God totally, we 
embrace everything in him not for its own 
sake but as a manifestation of God’s 
goodness. As we live more and more in this 
attitude of inner detachment, we die to our 


ungodliness with a veneer of religion, 
or trying to transfigure it. He must 


‘ live a ‘worldly’ life and so participate 


in ‘the suffering of God.”—Dietrich 
Bonhoeffer, “Prisoner for God,” 
1959. 


tions touching on beliefs, prayer, church, 
morality’ and social involvement. 


In addition, a section for factual data 
enabled the leaders to evaluate responses on 
the basis of age, sex, educational 
background, etc. 


NEARLY 800 adults and 100 high-school 


students returned completed questionnaires. 
A local firm donated stationery and computer 
time for the compilation. 


GIFT then entered its second or reflection 
stage. With the questionnaire analysis as a 
starting point, small groups (10-12 people) of 
parishioners met weekly in homes through-. 
out Lent, airing concerns about the life of the 


_church and the problems of faith. 


Next, a steering committee invited all 


parishioners to a large group meeting to set _ 


priorities among the concerns raised in. the 


home discussions: At that meeting people 


could speak to specific issues. Each of the 
400-500 who attended cast ballots on behalf of 
the concerns deemed most important. 
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egoism and regain our true being, made in the 
image and likeness of God. 


The fruits of this embrace show up in the 
self-giving quality of Christian love—a love 
marked by peaceful reconciliation, discretion, 
patience and empathy. “In this house,” she 
wrote, “all must be friends, love each other, 
be fond of.each other and help each other.” 


LAST, no influence was more fundamental 
or vital to Teresian spirituality than the word 
of God, pondered in solitude and celebrated 
in the liturgy: For God is dynamically present 


in his sacred word. His presence is the. 


substance and plentitude of all the prayerful 
pilgrim is seeking. 


To follow St. Teresa means to immerse 
ourselves in the Scriptures and writings of the 
spiritual masters, letting the word of God 


_ permeate our entire being until we are formed 


in the mind of Christ himself. 


“The sword of the Spirit, the word of God, 
must abound in your mouths and hearts; let 
all you do have God’s word for accompani- 
ment.” So says the rule of Carmel. 


Only then can our whole person, body, 
mind and spirit, proclaim from within—‘It is 
no longer I who live but Christ who lives in 
me’—the one Christ who draws things to 
himself and who lives eternally in the glory of 
the Father. 


“A vocation necessarily creates a 


tension, a crisis, a tug-of-war in the - 


soul, ‘Fearful lest having him, one 
might have naught else besides.’ He 
who takes us by the finger may seize 


the hand,” Fulton J. Sheen, 1962. 


THE SIX HIGHEST vote getters formed 
a framework for GIFT’s third and final stage, 
the response. Parishioners named as their 
most urgent questions the church and 
politics, charismatic renewal; the sacrament 
of reconciliation, divorce and: remarriage, 
church authority (particularly papal infalli- 
bility) and church oe (especially the 
Trinity and the devil). 


Father Paola and his staff then atranged for 
South African experts to speak on each topic. 
These lectures drew audiences ranging om 
300-600 persons. 


The GIFT prayer sums up this ambitious 
program’s goal: “Father, we thank you for 
the gift of faith. May we show our gratitude by 
sharing this gift. more openly and generously. - 
with one another. During these days of 
renewal, please give us your Holy Spirit in his 
fullness that we might grow in faith together.” 


In Durban, it achieved that purpose and 


also gave the parish leaders a guideline for 
.their religious education efforts during the 


next oe years.

Pope stresses confession, 
permanence of marriage 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
Pope John Paul II recon- 
firmed the practices of 
individual confession and 
first confession before first 
communion in a speech 
Nov. 17 to the Canadian 
bishops. 

The pope also reaffirmed 
the indissolubility of mar- 
riage, saying it was Christ’s 
teaching ‘“‘that whoever 
divorces his or her mar- 
riage partner and marries 
another commits adultery.” 


THE CHURCH “must not 
allow his teaching on this 
matter to be obscurred,” 
the pope said. 

Although the pontiff was 
clearly reiterating tradition- 
al church teaching on three 
currently controversial sa- 
cramental matters, there 
was no hint of condemna- 
tion of Canadian practices. 
Rather, he thanked the bish- 
ops for their hard work and 
vigilance. 


“Atthis momentinthelife 
of the church there are two 
particular aspects of sa- 
cramental discipline that 
are worthy of the special 
attention of the universal 
church,” said the pope. He 
mentioned “the practice of 
first confession before first 
communion and the ques- 
tion of general absolution.” 


BOTH ARE controversial 
issues in the United States. 
Recently, the Vatican told- 
the U.S. bishops to revise 
their National Catechetical 
Directory to conform more 
explicitly with Vatican 
norms. 


Concerning first confes- 
sion and first communion, 
Pope John Paul noted that 
Pope Paul VI allowed experi- 


-mentation until 1973, when 


he reiterated the traditional 
church discipline. 


“In a spirit of exemplary 
fidelity, numerous bishops, 


priests, deacons, religious, 
teachers and catechists set 
out to explain the import- 
ance of a discipline which 
the supreme authority ofthe 
church had confirmed, and 
to apply it for the benefit of 
the faithful,” the pope said, 
despite the fact that “pre- 
viously, honest divergence 
of opinion” existed.on the 
matter. 


ON GENERAL absolution 
and individual confession, 
Pope John Paul stressed 
“the altogether exceptional 
character of general absolu- 
tion.” 

He said the strict Vatican 
norms governing general 
absolution in exceptional 
circumstances “are in fact 
linked to the solemn teach- 
ing of the Council of Trent 
concerning the divine pre- 
cept of individual confes- 
sion.” In the pope’s written 
text the words “divine pre- 
cept” are underlined.

Tasmanian archbishop says 


Catholic church acted with ‘decisiveness 
and energy’ during two recent conclaves

No modern agency could have acted with as much 
“decisiveness and energy” as did the Catholic church 
during the two recent conclaves and two popes, 
according to an archbishop from “down under” who 
witnessed the momentous events in Rome. 


Archbishop Guildford Young, of Hobart, Tasma- 
nia, was in San Diego, speaking in an interview of the “truly 
religious experience” he had lived through in Rome 
during those dramatic days of the fall. 


“| CHALLENGE any modern agency to act with such 
decisiveness and energy as the church has through those 
two conclaves,” he said. “And not in‘a minor, but a very 
radical, matter.” And, as if to drive home his point, he 
mused: “Look at the United Nations...” 


The archbishop, who speaks in measured Aus- 
tralian tones, said he would never forget “the profound 
experience” of meeting with John Paul | and then finding, 
within a month, that he was dead. 


“A month before, | had seen him, his eyes full of 
laughter. | had seen and read the happy response of the 
whole world to this man—now dead. 


“AND | SAID, ‘UNDOUBTEDLY Christ is the Lord of 
history’ and he might be saying to us, ‘He was a good man 
and you were full of joy and hope, but in the history of the 
church, | am Lord.’” 


In San Diego to visit with his old friend from the days of 
Vatican II—Bishop Leo T. Maher—the archbishop of the 
large island off the coast of Australia has been part of 
church history himself for his past 30 years as bishop. 


As the longest sitting member of the commission for 
English in the liturgy—since 1948—he has seen 43 other 
bishops come and go on the commission. On a visit to 
Rome which coincided with the joyful, tragic and historic 
events of September and October, he reflected that he had 
now served as bishop under five popes: Pius XII, John 
XXII, Paul Vi, John Paul | and John Paul I. 


“| FELT THAT EVEN THOUGH we were passing througha 
very stressful transition period in the history of the church 
and of mankind,” he said, “here was this church acting 
with an entity and unity that seemed absolutely 
remarkable.” : 


He described. the events “as one of the great Chris- 


tian experiences of my life, an experience of this ‘inner 
mystery’-we call the-church;'that in its sociological . 


appearances is such a mixture of human beings that it 
often presents a dirt-stained face to the world. 
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“l had a lump in my throat,” he admitted, as he recalled 
standing among the Italian and universai throng below the 
balcony of St. Peter’s as the new pope was announced, and 
this time a cardinal from Poland, Karol Wojtyla. 


“THERE WERE 51 NATIONS, 111 cardinals—yet they 
acted with such decision and decisiveness,” he said. 
Giving emphasis to his tremendous admiration for Pope 
Paul VI, he added, “and of those cardinals, only four were 
not created by the ‘great’ Paul VI. Already history is telling 
us what a great man he was.” 


Archbishop Young's eyes gazed steadily in reflection 
and recollection as he added, “History will prove him tobe 
one of the greatest in the long line of popes. He created 
such a conclave that a tradition of 455 years would be 
broken.” 


Following the election of John Paul II, Archbishop Young 
was able to visit Poland and, among many other stops, 
made a “pilgrimage” to the home town of the new pope, 
where he spoke to the priest who taught the young man, 
and saw the baptismal register which recorded his be- 
coming a Christian in June 1920. 


‘ “THE MOST MOVING THING was that there was no 
sense of boasting among the people,” said Archbishop 
Young. “They say you cannot forecast the repercussions 
throughout the communist world that without doubt will 
come for good as a result of the election of Karol Wojtyla. 


“I celebrated mass in his chapel in Crakow. | saw his 
small bedroom, sparsely furnished with a table, wardrobe 
and chair,” he said. “Everywhere | went | heard stories of 
the man’s intense prayer life, that he could be seen 
occasionally stretched out in prayer in the chapel.
